Tightly wrapped with ru sty 
wires and in a paper-stu ffed! 
package addressed to “Franklin i 
D. Roosev elt, Washington, D. C.,” 
the shell was fou nd y esterday at 
the city postoffice. It was mailed 
from Watertown, New York. 
Discov ery resu lted when the 
package tu mbled from a mail 
sack and bu rst open. An inv es­ 
tigation centering at Watertown 
to ascertain who sent it was be­ 
gu n promptly . 
W. H. Moran, chief of the se­ 
cret serv ice charged with gu ard­ 
ing the President as well as the 
President-elect, had not been 
notified early today . 
The 
12-gau ge shotgu n shell 
was wired to ex plode if jarred or 
stru ck. It was described as ob­ 
v iou sly the work of an am ateu r 
and might hav e gone off at any 
time.

Franklin D. Roosev elt apparent­ 
ly is going to hav e a free hand 
in rearranging the v ariou s gov ­ 
ernm ent bu reau s to aid in car­ 
ry ing ou t his campaign pledge to 
redu ce gov ernment ex penditu res 
by 25 per cent. 
Following the action of the 
Senate, 
the

y esterday 
v oted to giv e the incoming Pres­ 
ident au tocratic power to reor­ 
ganize the gov ernment to bring 
abou t whatev er “new deal” he 
desires in its method of fu nc­ 
tioning. 
This was done in approv ing 
an amendment to the treasu ry - 
postoffice 
appropriations 
bill 
which permits the President to 
shu ffle the bu reau s at will u n­ 
less both Hou ses by a two-thirds 
v ote disapprov e. President Hoov ­ 
er is ex pected on Capitol Hill to 
concu r. 
While conferees attempted to­ 
day to iron ou t v ariou s differ­ 
ences in the two hou ses ov er 
this measu re, both branches of 
Congress took u p other appro­ 
priation bills in an effort to 
speed them to the White Hou se.

Insu rance representativ es were 1

au tomobiles in small qu antities 
to tru ck loads or freight consign­ 
ments. 
“On the other hand, shou ld 
the federal gov ernm ent leav e the 
entire policing of state borders 
to the states them selv es no fed­ 
eral force wou ld be requ ired,” he 
added.

CHINESE EXPECTED 
TO PUT UP DEFENSE 


Japanese Officials Repo rted 
the Surrender o f One Chi­ 
nese General. 


Chinchow, M anchu ria, Feb. 22 
(/P) — The m ain force of a Ja p­ 
anese arm y which plans to wrest 
Jehol from Chinese ru les in the 
nex t few weeks was preparing 
today to strike nex t a t Chao- 
y ang, second largest city of the 
prov ince. 
A fter a rapid bu t u nev entfu l 
adv ance thirty miles across the 
border, this force was consoli­ 
dating a t Peipiao, term inu s of a 
branch of the Peiping-M u kden 
railroad from this point. It oc­ 
cu pied Peipiao late 
y esterday 
w ithou t 
encou ntering 
opposi­ 
tion. 
A fu rth er m ov em ent in the 
driv e aim ing u ltim ately a t the 
captu re of Jehol City , the m e­ 
tropolis and capital of the prov ­ 
ince, was ex pected to m eet w ith 
resistance of Chinese defending 
forces. 
The Japanese m ilitary 
com m and annou nced the ad ­ 
v ance wou ld not be resu m ed im ­ 
mediately . 
Meanwhile a 24-hou r u ltim a­ 
tu m was being deliv ered today 
to the Chinese N ationalist gov ­ 
ernm ent a t Nanking, issu ed by 
the Japanese sponsored state of 
M anchu ku o. This giv es the Chi­ 
nese u ntil a late hou r tomorrow 
to decide not to resist the Ja p­ 
anese.

Roscoe Beagle, 26, of Newpoint, 
was fou nd gu ilty of assau lt and 
battery w ith intent to kill by a 
circu it cou rt ju ry last night. 
Beagle was charged w ith shoot­ 
ing Miss Mary Ellen Cooper, 20, 
of Clarksbu rg, Hanov er college 
stu dent, a t a Milroy dance hall 
December 29. The trial opened 
Monday m orning and reached 
the ju ry a t 5 p. m. y esterday . The 
v erdict was retu rned a t 8 :30 p.m. 
The charge carries a penalty 
of from one to ten y ears im pris­ 
onm ent a t the state reform atory . 
As W ednesday was a legal 
holiday , Beagle was not brou ght 
in cou rt to receiv e his sentence 
today bu t sentence will probably 
be passed Thu rsday m orning by 
Ju dge John A. Titsw orth. 
The ju ry was reported to hav e 
taken six ballots, the first of 
which stood 11 to 1 for conv ic­ 
tion on the assau lt w ith intent 
charge. L ater ballots stood 9 to 
3 and 10 to 2 for conv iction, it 
was said. 
Fou r possible v erdicts were 
open to the ju ry . They were as­ 
sau lt and battery w ith intent 
to kill, simple assau lt and ba t­ 
tery , simple assau lt and acqu it­ 
t a l 
More th an a hu ndred persons 
were in th e cou rt room when 
the v erdict was retu rned. M any 
did not leav e the room after the 
case w ent to th e ju ry , eating 
lu nches they had taken with 
them to the trial. Most were 
residents of eastern D ecatu r and 
sou thern Ru sh cou nties. 
The defendant receiv ed th e 
v erdict calmly and w hen th e

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THE BODY AS A MACHINE 
The hum an body is aptly referred to as a m a­ 
chine. It is a machine, one th at is wonderfully 
made and different. It operates in accordance 
with the best established mechanical principals 
and, of course, performs in miraculaifc ways in 
which no actual machine is capable. 
To appreciate the .full meaning of the com­ 
parison of the human body with a machine, it 
is first necessary to understand what is meant 
by a machine. All of us recognize it when we see 
one, but its definition is not simple. 
The dictionary defines a machine as “Any de­ 
v ice consisting of two or more resistant relativ ely 
constrained parts, which, by a certain predeter­ 
mined intermotion may serv e to transm it and 
modify force and motion so as to produce some 
giv en effect, or to do some kind of desired work. ’ 
This labored definition can be boiled down to 
the following: a machine is an instrument lor 
the conv ersion of one form of energy into an­ 
other. 
It is essentially in the same sense that the hu­ 
m an body, and the bodies of all liv ing things, 
may be termed machines. The liv ing animal 
body takes in energy in the form of food. It 
conv erts this energy into the actions of liv ing 
things. Plant bodies, in addition, take in energy 
from the sun. It* is also true that the hum an 
body does so to a less extent. 
A machine will not work without an energy in­ 
put. Neither will be human machine work if 
food, its particular form of fuel, that is energy, 
is unav ailable for too long a period. 
The human machine, howev er, is infinitely 
mare complicated and intricate than the most 
ingenious machine of hum an construction, and 
possesses more qualities of a unique character. 
The ordinary machine cannot grow, cannot re­ 
pair itself, nor can it reproduce its ow*n kind. 
And yet there are many earnest biologists who, 
in their laboratories, can imitate with non-liv ing 
machines, ev en these qualities. 
The human body is truly a machine, but one 
which is wonderfully and fearfully made. All 
other machines are crude imitations in com­ 
parison. 


UNREST IN GERMANY 
It is a strange condition that exists in Ger- 


many today. That country has always been 
looked to as an example of obedience and order 
to constituted authority. While there were mur- 
murings ov er the iron hand methods of the mili­ 
tary element, there was no disorder. 
Now there is no political order in the country. 
Confusion and riots are prev alent. The recent 
rise of Adolph Hitler to power has almost 
brought a crisis to this disorder. 
Frequent 
clashes hav e occurred in the streets. Numerous 
persons hav e been killed. Freedom of the press 
has been curtailed. The most stringent measures 
are being enforced to keep the reigns of gov ern­ 
ment under control. 
The Communist and Fascist 
forces are at each others throats. As yet, con­ 
ditions are not comparable to those of strife torn 
Russia but they are rapidlly heading toward such 
deterioration. 
Germany seems to be reaping the ill effects of 
the war and defeat along with the disturbing 
element of the present economic depression and 
the natural reaction from the strict regime that 
ruled prior to and during the World wTar. 
There is a chance that Hitler may be able to 
guide his country through this crisis of unrest 
and disturbance but it is a big job. If he pursues 
the execution of the extreme v iews of his party, 
he is sure to hav e v iolent opposition at ev ery 
hand. If lie is able to strike a middle course rep­ 
resenting the best ideas from each leading in­ 
fluence. there may be great improv ement in Ger­ 
many in the near future.

If you forgot to lay in a sup­ 
ply of soil for early seed boxes 
last fall, chop up a few frozen 
clod s if n ecessary an d place it in 
the cellar to thaw out an d d ry 
out grad ually. Don ’t try oven 
d ryin g, as the heat will make 
the soil hard an d lumpy. It may 
be 
baked 
after it has been 
thawed an d d ried slowly to kill 
weed seed s or in sects that may 
be in the soil. 
Every family with a baby or 
youn g child ren should grow a 
vegetable gard en to provid e fresh 
green vegetables of the highest 
quality, which can be obtain ed 
fresh on ly from the home gar­ 
d en . 
Quality is the most importan t 
reason for the home gard en . 
While fin e vegetables can be 
bought in the market in almost 
an y city an d are offered in 
greater quan tity than formerly 
in the coun try town s, they can ­ 
n ot be bought as high quality as 
when gathered fresh in the home 
gard en . No matter how careful 
the atten tion to selection an d 
shipmen t, a fresh vegetable loses 
with every hour of d elay between 
the gatherin g an d the cookin g or 
the servin g if it is to be eaten 
un cooked . 
The 
care of a gard en is a 
small part of the d ay’s routin e 
on ce it is started . An d a small 
patch will grow a surprisin g 
quan tity of vegetables properly 
plan ted for succession an d com­ 
pan ion crops. The wield in g of a 
hoe is as valuable exercise as 
swin gin g a golf club, an d there is 
somethin g to show for it besid es 
a score card an d argumen t. 
Green peas an d sweet corn 
can n ot be purchased with their 
sweetn ess 
un impaired . 
Strin g 
bean s n ever are quite so ten d er 
an d well flavored as when gath­ 
ered in home gard en a few mo­ 
men ts before they go in to the 
stew pan . Rad ishes are n ever so 
crisp an d sn appy as when fresh 
pulled .
